in Brownstown Saturday afternoon 
a t the suggestion of County Agent 
A. D. Cobb to 
effect the organiza­ 
tion. 
The delegation of fanners was 
enthusiastic over the proposed bu­ 
reau and it was the general opinion 
that it would meet a long felt want 
in this county. 
County Agent Cobb presided at the 
meeting and outlined the purpose of 
the bureau. 
He said that it would 
embrace all of the inter-agricultural 
organizations that hqve been effect­ 
ed recently but would not interfere 
in any way with any of them. 
The 
object of the bureau is to bring about 
closer co-operation among the f a n n ­ 
ers. 
The sense of the meeting was that 
the 
organization work 
should pro­ 
ceed slowly and surely and for this 
reason the bureau was not organized 
but a 
committee representative of 
the various townships was eleeted by 
the delegation. 
This committee will 
meet a t the 
Farm ers’ Club 
in this 
city next Saturday afternoon at 1 
o’clock to draft the constitution of 
the 
new bureau. 
The organization 
committee was instructed to report 
back to the 
general 
meeting to be 
held at Brownstown Saturday, March 
11 a t 1 o’clock. 
Brownstown was 
voted as the 
place for the general 
meeting as it was believed that it was 
more convenient for a greater num­ 
ber of farmers. 
The organization committee i- as 
follows:

assist in renting farm".

questions in which the farmers are 
interested for frequently they are in 
need of additional help for several 
months and have difficulty in finding 
men who desire 
farm 
work for a 
short period. 
The organization of the farm bureau 
is an o tlu r factor in the agricultural 
work that is being done by the coun­ 
ty agent’s department. 
This depart­ 
ment aims to bring about mutual co­ 
operation among 
farm ers 
and be­ 
lieves that the organization of clubs 
in which they are interested is the 
best method.

The statement

officials were still contemplating thc 
impressive utterances of President 
Wilson to Chairman Stone of the 
senate foreign affairs committee. 
As the hour for the inauguration 
of the new campaign approaches, the 
question 
of a 
possible diplomatic 
break with the United States is re­ 
ceiving greater consideration 
here. 
The officials and the public alike to­ 
day frankly say 
they 
believe the 
American attitude is unfriendly. 
In the new campaign, the United

Prince Henry of Pru ssia has tak­ 
en ov er a high command in the Ger­ 
man nav y preliminary to the begin­ 
ning of a new su bmarine campaign 
against armed merchantmen. 
London is tense with ex citement 
waiting for news that the German 
fleet is coming ou t to giv e battle in 
the North Sea or the signals of warn­ 
ing of an approaching Zeppelin fleet. 
“It is the real thing at last,” wrote 
the military critic of the Times to­ 
day . 
“The decision of the enemy to 
pu t his fortu ne to the test will be 
receiv ed with fierce delight by ev ery 
allied regiment in the west.’’

Ivondon, Feb. 28.— The German as­ 
sault on Verdun slakenod somewhat 
in intensity over most of the line, 
which now 
lies directly under the 
guns of the forts 
Narrowing their 
most desperate attacks to the short 
front between the Douaumont heights 
and the plateau north of the village 
of Vaux, to the east, the Germans here 
concentrated their efforts in a strong 
attack, but failed to gain ground. 
The position of Fort Douaumont, 
the French official communiques do 
not call it a fort but a “ position,” is 
still occupied by small enemy forces. 
The French are closing in on this po­ 
sition on three sides and announce 
that the German forces are maintain­ 
ing the position only with difficulty. 
The very unfavorable weather con­ 
ditions, with a heavy fall of snow may 
he one reason for the lessening oi 
force of the German attack; the dis­ 
patches from the front indicate that 
heavy losses also may have had an 
effect. 
The slopes east and west of 
the village of Douaumont, which has 
been the center of the heaviest fight­ 
ing, are covered with 
the German 
dead, according to the official com­ 
munique. 
The number of unwounded prison­ 
ers taken hv the Germans in the seven 
days of the battle, the Berlin state­ 
ment says, has reached 15,000. 
Finding the position untenable be­ 
cause of the fire of both artilleries, 
the French have evacuated the Cote 
De Talou, to the west of Douaumont. 
and the position is now unoccupied, 
the French say, by either side. 
The m ilitary critics of the Paris 
Temps writes that the situation north 
of Verdun is most encouraging. 
“ W e have evacuated on our left 
wing,” he says, “ a height extending 
from a point south of Champneuville 
to Beaumont on which it would have 
been dangerous to stay too long since 
the Mause (the river here makes a 
loop within which Champneuville is 
situated) would have hampered the 
falling back of our soldiers. 
A ll our 
first line has retired to heights be­ 
tween the hillside of R owre an 1 the 
wood of the Vauche, and the Germans 
are now throwing themselves to as­ 
sault this new position.” 
The French war office contradicts 
the German claim of the taking of 
the Hardaumont heights. 
The com 
munique says that a strong German 
attack in the region of the Hardau­ 
mont farm, which is east of the ( ote 
Du Poivre, and another in the Hardau­ 
mont wood, east of the Cote Du Poivre 
zroke down under artillery and ma- 
chin gun fire and counter attacks. 
The Germans have now begun an 
attack also on Verdun from the east, 
as well as from the north, throwing 
sufficient forces against the French 
line in the region of Moranville and 
Blanzee, on the Woevre plain to force 
the French 
advanced 
posts to fall 
back. 
The Germans followed up the 
attack in an effort to reach H ill 253. 
These attewrpts were checked.

As hitherto forecasted the memo­ 
randum may open the way for a dis­ 
cussion of the whole question of the 
distinction 
between 
merchant 
ships 
armed for defense and those armed 
for offensive purposes, but contrary to 
expectations of the state department 
and the embassy, the communication 
does not offer to suspend the opera­ 
tion of the new submarine campaign 
pending this discussion. 
The campaign will begin as sched­ 
uled on March 1. 
Thereafter, unless 
the entente powers give solemn as­ 
surances that the guns on their m er­ 
chantmen w ill not be used offensively 
against 
submarines, 
all 
persons, 
whether American or whether other 
nationality, who travel on armed ships 
belonging to any of the countries now 
at war with Germany w ill do so at 
their peril. 
In the memorandum received at the 
German embassy the Berlin foreign 
office directs Ambassador Bernstorff 
to inform the Am erica* government 
that Germany is prepared to stand by 
her past assurances in the Lusitania 
case and does not regard her coming 
campaign against armed enemy craft 
as nullifying those assurances. 
The attention of the American gov­ 
ernment is called to Germ any’s under­ 
standing that the Lusitania contro­ 
versy in no way dealt with armed 
liners; that the first American note 
on the Lusitania case, dated M ay IS, 
1915, specifically referred to the ship 
as being “ unarmed.” 
On the other 
hand the ambassador is directed to 
say Germ any’s position has always 
been that merchant vessels have no 
right to arm. mere restrictions as to 
the extent of armament affording no 
guarantee that ships armed for de­ 
fensive purposes only w’ill be used for 
offensive purposes under certain cir­ 
cumstances. 
Meantime, Count von Bernstorff is 
directed, it is understood, to urge on 
the United States the advisability o f ; 
warning Am ericans to keep off of t 
armed merchantmen of the belligerent | 
countries. 
In supjmrt of this sugges- j 
tion he is expected to call attention ! 
to the fact that the British govern­ 
ment in the R usso-Japanese w’ar took 
this precaution, though not necessar­ 
ily admitting that their citizens had 
no right to travel on such vessels. 
Moreover, 
the 
ambassador is 
ex­ 
pected to call Mr. Lansing’s attention 
to the fact that inasmuch as Great 
Britain, by agreement with the Uni­ 
ted States, does not arm any of her 
vessels 
plying between the 
United 
States and other parts of the world, 
and as the French steamers on these 
same 
courses 
are 
not 
armed, 
the 
chances of American lives being de­ 
stroyed under the new German decree 
are extremely light.

London, Feb. 28.— The palatial 12,- 
500-ton liner Maloja of the Peninsular 
and Oriental line, was struck by a 
floating mine when midway between 
Dover jm d Folkestone and sank w’ithin 
thirty minutes after her after part had 
been blown up in a terrific explosion. 
There 
were 
119 passengers 
and 
a 
crew of about three hundred aboard. 
Almost all of the passengers were 
reported saved. 
At last accounts the number of dead 
w as reported “ more than .forty.” 
It is 
feared that the actual number of vic­ 
tims may reach between 150 and 200. 
No Am ericans are believed to have 
been aboard. 
The mine which caused the M aloja’s 
destruction is believed to have been 
one of the J~rge nets spread by the 
British navy f 
the protection of En g ­ 
land’s 
coast 
against German 
naval 
raiders. 
W h ile helping in the rescue work 
the British steamship Empress of Ft-! 
W illiam , of 1,383 tons gross, herself 
struck a mine w’ithin half a mile of 
the sinking Maloja and im m ediately; 
began to settle, her stern and fore­ 
part. 
She kept above the water long j 
enough to enable the crew to take to 
the boats, then suddenly exploded and 
disappeared in a cloud of steam. 
A third victim of a mine was the 
Dutch 
mailboat 
Mecklenburg. 
Pas­ 
sengers and crew were saved by two 
Dutch steamships. In consequence of i 
the accident to the mailboat, service 
between 
Holland and England 
was 
stopped. 
The Maloja, one of the most stately 
vessels in the British passenger serv­ 
ice, was bound from London to Bom ­ 
bay. 
She w’as the sister ship of the 
Persia, which was sunk from a thus 
far unknown cause, off the island of 
Crete on Dec. 20, with the loss of 330 
persons out of 45») aboard. 
Among 
those lost with the Persia was the 
American consul to Aden, R obert X. 
McNeely. 
A large number of mail sacks were 
lost with the Maloja. 
The rescue of 
the m ajority of the passengers is as­ 
cribed by the Peninsular and Oriental 
line to the fact that the Maloja s eai>- 
tain had instructed the passengers in 
the use of life belts. 
The behaviour of 
both passengers and crew is charac­ 
terized in an official statement of the 
line as “ splendid.” 
The explosion which followed the 
M aloja’s collision with the mine w’as 
the sign for innumerable large and 
small craft to hurry to her assistance. 
W ith in a few’ minutes the sinking ves­ 
sel w’as surrounded by a swarm of 
steamships, 
trawlers, tugs, 
lighters, 
boats and even some small warships. 
There was a stormy sea, however, 
and the rescue work was made under 
difficulties. These circumstances were 
rendered still w’orse by the sudden ex­ 
plosion on the Em press of Ft. W illiam , 
which divided the rescue vessels and 
added greatly to the dram atic element 
of the situation.

The scenes in the court wfere 
reminiscent of the trials of militant 
suffragettes. 
Women sympathizers of Mrs. Best 
made a great outcry when sentence 
was imposed. 
On being asked wheth­ 
er she was represented by counsel, 
Mrs. Best said: 
“ I am defended by the Lord, who told 
us not to kill. 
I have been responsible 
for keeping hundreds of lads from re­ 
cruiting into the trade of war, and 
each night ! have thanked God for 
giving me the opportunity and have 
asked strength to do the same thing 
the next day.” 
An unavailing plea for acquittal was 
made by clergymen.

“ Am erica ought to keep out of this 
war,” said the president. 
“ She ought 
to keep out of this war at the sacrifice 
of everything, except this single thing 
upon which her character and history 
are founded, her sense of humanity 
and justice. 
“ If 
she 
sacrifices 
that 
she 
has 
ceased to be Am erica; she has ceased 
to entertain and to love the traditions 
which 
have made us 
proud 
to be 
Americans, and when we go about 
seeking safety at the expense of hu­ 
manity, then I for one w ill believe 
that I have been mistaken in what I 
have conceived to be the spirit of 
American history.” 
President W ilson evidently had the 
recent revolt in congress against his 
foreign policy in mind when he made 
this observation; 
“ I would a great d€*al rather know 
what they are talking about around 
quiet firesides all over tl\is country 
than what they are talking about in 
the cloak rooms of congress ” 
Mr. W ilson was frequently cheered 
in the course of his address and was 
given an ovation as he took his seat. 
The president closed with this state­ 
ment: 
“ Valor is self-respecting; valor 
is circumspect; 
valor 
strikes 
only 
when it is right to strike. 
Valor with­ 
holds itself from all small complica­ 
tions and waits for the great oppor­ 
tunity when the sword w ill flash as if 
it carried the light of Heaven upon its 
blade.”

Asserts T h at Plan W ould Secure Large 


Num ber of Well Trained Officers W ho

Dr. Edm und J. Jam es, president of 
the U niversity of Illinois, appeared be 
fore the com m ittee of the house on mil 
itary affairs the other day and urged 
the adoption of his plan fo r securing a 
sufficient supply of adequately trained 
officers fo r the enlarged m ilitary force 
of the nation. 
This consists, in brief, of the estal) 
lisbment 
of a 
four years’ 
military 
course in each of the land grant col 
leges, now m ore than fifty in num ­ 
ber. at least one in each state and one 
in H aw aii and Porto Rico. 
The advantages of such a plan as 
that, acco rding to Dr. Jam es, are: 
First.—It would secure a large num ­ 
ber of officers, running into tho usands 
per year, instead o f scores now turned y 0 
out by W est Point, even should it be y () 
doubled o r even trebled in size. 
Second.—It would secure a well dis- 
HAY 
tributed corps o f officers, correspond- y 0. 
ing in num ber, roughly speaking, to y 0 
the population. 
Third.—It would secure well trained W ’ 
officers, com bining m ilitary and civil 1 
training. 
Fo urth.—T he officers would be train-J 
ed in schools in which the civil rather 
than m ilitary Ideas prevailed, and this 
is the kind of training especally suited 
to the reserve officers of o ur national 
force.

A s k s A i d F o r U n iv e r s it y . 
The specific requests presented by 
President Jam es on 
behalf o f the 
trustees o f the University o f Illinois 
are: 
F irst.—T hat more officers be detailed 
for the m ilitary work now carried on 
by the institutio n. 
Second.—T h at these should be offi­ 
cers in active service and no t those on 
the retired list. 
Third.—« That 
officers 
detailed 
for 
such work should l>e in sound physical 
and moral condition. 
Fo urth.—T hat 
the federal govern­ 
m ent should be authorized to furnish 
proper supplies and equipm ent for the 
use of the cadet regim ents as in the 
opinion of the w ar departm ent should 
be used. 
F ifth.—T h at these cadet regim ents 
should be regenerated into natio nal re-1 
serve thro ugh a special organizatio n o f 1 
land grant colleges and in w hich the 
federal autho rities should deal directly 
w ith the autho rities of these Institu­ 
tions.
